WATERBURY, Conn. UP 
— A mild-mannered 53-year- 
old toolmaker confessed to­ 
day that he is the “mad 
bomber” who has planted 31 
home-made pipe bombs in 
New York City in the last 16 
years. 
George Metesky told po­ 
lice his motive was revenge 
against the Consolidated Ed­ 
ison Company for 25 years 
of semi-invalidism he blam­ 
ed on a 1931 plant accident. 
He confessed calmly and read­ 
ily after police discovered in the 
home he shared with two elderly 
sisters, the lathe on which he 
prepared the bombs. Police had 
pegged him as a “strong'1 suspect 
on the basis oi letters found in 
Consolidated Edison files.
